GERMAN ‘POLITICS. 


EMERGENCY POWERS BILL.|' 


— 


. BERLIN, December 6. 

The Reichstag adopted alt three 
sections of the Emergency Powers 
Bill in three successive ballots with 
the requisite two-thirds majority. 
‘Ac final vote on the whole bill is 
postponed at present. 

’ GREAT INTEREST, 

There was an unusual demand 
for tickets for the galleries in the 
House of Representatives to hear 
President Coolidge. Even stand- 
ing room wasatapremium. . There 
was a large crowd outside who 
heard the address by means_ of 
amplifying devices, The Pre- 
sidents declaration..in favour of a 
‘World Court of Justics, with 
reservations received applause. 
The declaration regarding anti- 
recognition of Soviet Russia, and 
deprecation of cancellation of war 
debts and .his “unqualified ap- 
proval” of the Mellon taxation 
programme, was dlso applauded. 
Both Houses adjourned until 
Monday in token of respect of the 
nemory of Mr, Harding. Senator 
Lenroot introduced _a bill appro- 
priating $20,000,000 for the relief of 
Germany to be exponded under the 
direction of President Coolidge. 
“METE FOR REPENTANCE.” 

President Coolidge commended 
to the favousable consideration of 
the Senate, the proposal to support 
a permanent court of International 
Justice with proposed rescrvations 
clearly indicating America’s re- 
fusal to adhere to the League of 
Nations, Referring ta Russia, he 
said, while the favour of America 


evidences of 
ancient ways of society could be 
detected, but more were needed. 
Whenever. there appeared any dis- 
position to compensate despoiled 
American, citizens and ‘recognise 
the debt contracted by the new 
republic of Russia, whenever the 
active spirit of enmity to American 
institutions abated and whenever 
appeared works “mete for repen- 
tance,” America ought to be first to 
go to the economic’ and moral 
rescut of Russia.
